Saturday night by President 
Gerald Ford provides a rebate 
of 1976. income taxes averaging 
10 per cent of taxes paid, up toa 
maximum rebate of $200. It also 
gives a $30 tax credit on, 1975 
income for every taxpayer and 
each member of his family. 

The new law gives a $50 
across-the-board bonus to each 
Social Security recipient; 
repeals the oil depletion 
allowance for major oil firms. 
reduces by as much as $2,000 
the tax bills of persons who buy 
a new house by Dec. 31, if it was 
under construction by March 25. 

Raises the investment tax 
credit to 10 per cent for 1975 and 
1976, compared with the present 
four per cent for utilities and 
seven per cent for businesses,» 
increases child-care 
deducations for some working 
parents; and reduces the 
corporate tax rate at a cost of 
$1,400,000,000. 

Rebates for ‘‘average”’ 
taxpayers have been estimated 
as follows: 

Single person, $100 rebate on 
$3,000 yearly income; $148 on 
$10,000 income; and $200 on 
$20,000 income. 

Couples, $28, $115 and $200 for 
the three income levels; and 
couples with two children, none, 
$100 and $200.

Ditch to be 
chlorinated 


Chlorination of a stretch of 
the Nameoki stormwater ditch 
which currently receives raw 
sewage was urged here Friday 
by an Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency engineer. 

The proposal that chemicals 
be used to treat the sewage to 
keep down bacteria and of- 
fensive odors was made by 
Joseph “‘Nick" Mahlandt of the 
Surveillance Section of the EPA. 
Water Pollution Control 
Division after an inspection of 
the ditch and sewer lines. Also 
viewed was a sewer pipe in- 
stalled March 7. by the Street 
Department to carry sewage 
into the drainage ditch. 

Mahlandt made the in- 
spection with Street Supt, 
Lionel Portell and Walter Nonn, 
chairman of the City Council's 
Special Sewer Committee. 

Portell said he will follow 
Mahlandt’s suggestion that 
chemical compounds be used to 
treat raw sewage that enters 
the ditch either through the 
sewer pipe installed on the west 
side of the ditch 400 feet south of 
Johnson Road, or that seeps into 
the ditch from breaks in a 15- 
inch sanitary sewer line. 

He said he will confer with 
Robert Jackson, superintendent 
of the Granite City sewage 


treating the water in ditch. 


The amount of chlorination 
necessary will depend, Portell 
said, on the amount of sanitary 
sewage flow into the ditch. He 
said the ditch receives sewage

“This gives young men of the 
area a chance to channel their 
enthusiasm into public service 
work. The department also 
benefits in providing well- 
trained young men to sup 
plement the regular fire 
department," a spokesman 
commented. 

The program has grown from 
two members in 1970 to ten in 
1975 

With few exceptions, the 
Juniors perform all the same 
functions of regular firemen. 
And they participate in all the 
same training as firemen. 

Several Juniors have com. 
pleted advanced first-aid and 
emergency medical technician 
(EMT) courses. 

Four members, including 
Kreher, are certified scuba 
(self-contained underwater 
breathing apparatus) divers, 
used by the fire department for 
underwater rescue. 

The Juniors are well trained

Other projects which are now 
being undertaken or will begin 
in the near future, are 

Wilson Park swimming pool 
repairs, $50,000. 

Construction of two new 
tennis courts at Wilson Park 
and improved lighting at 
existing courts, $40,000. 

Construction of park shelters. 
at Wilson, Worthen and West 
Granite parks, $60,000. 

Paving of streets surrounding 
Worthen Park, $80,000. 

Replace water lines in Wilson 
Park, $200,000. 

Installation of add nal 
lights at park district baseball 
fields, $320,000. 

Construction of shower and 
dressing facilities at the Wilson 
Park ice rink, $250,000, and 
asphalting of the Wilson Park 
parking lot, $60,000. 

‘The five proposed projects for 
which the Park Board notes that 
funds are not immediately 
available are: municipal golf 
course, restrooms and shelters 
at .West Granite Park, 
replacement of Wilson Park 
water lines, lighting of baseball 
fields, and asphalting of the 
Wilson Park parking lot. 

In its project data certified to 
the Gateway Corrdinating 
Council, the Park Board em- 
phasized that the Park District 
has a population of ap- 
proximately 45,000 for which 
there are few adult recreation 
programs. The income from the 
golf course, the application 
said, would have to be sufficient 
to support the facility. 

Replacement of the Wilson 
Park water lines would be 
undertaken ‘as soon as 
possible’ because present lines 
in the area of Benton and 
Oregon are from 20 to 50 years 
old, the board said. 

In proposing expenditure of 
$320,000 for lighting facilities at 
baseball diamonds at Wilson, 


Worthen and West Granite City 
Parks, the Park Board noted: 
“This year the Park District 
has over 200 softball and 
baseball teams with 15 people 
on each team, and there is a big 
demand for more ball 
diamonds. Lighting the fields 
would give us more hours of use 
out of each diamond and is more 
practical than new land 
development.”

State Historical Library, plans 
were being made for the 
nation’s ceritennial year — 1876. 

Those newpapers of April 1875 
also reported on several signs of 
spring, April Fool pranks, and 

the spelling bee craze that had 
begun a month or so earlier and 
had spread to almost every 
church, schoolhouse and public 
hall in the state. 

The centennial observance, 
Cee nee: 
Congress passed on March 3, 
1871, ‘to provide for celebrating 
the’ 100th anniversary of 
American independence, by 
hold an international exhibition 
of arts, manufactures and 


products of the soil and mine in- 


the city of Philadelphia... in 
the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-six.” 

Although this international 
exhibition was scheduled for 
May 10 to Nov. 10, 1876, the 
actual observance began. in 
Lexington and Concord, Mass., 
on April 19, 1875 — centennial 
date of the battles there. 

Illinois papers carried full 
accounts of the parades, din- 
ners, orations and crowds. 
Guests of honor were President 
U. S. Grant, the vice president, 
most of the cabinet, members of

All Fool’s Day hoax victims of 
a century ago, as reported by 
the Chicago Journal, included 
a boy who was sent to the book 
store for a copy of the history of 
Adam’s grandfather, and the 
railroad engineer who failed to 
stop his train at Downers Grove 
soon enough to avoid running 
over what turned out to be a 
man’s clothing stuffed with 
straw. 

As a sign of spring, the Rock 
Island Union reported the city’s 
sawmills started operations for 
the season on April 6. In Peoria, 
the “High School nine’ was 
defeated 29-24 by the Peorias in 
the first baseball game of the 
season on April 27. 

Spelling bees were still well 
attended and, among other 
places, were held in Waukegan, 
Mattoon, Aurora, Naperville, 
Elgin, Peoria and Port Byron. 

In Springfield, the Illinois 
Senate outspelled the House and 
avenged a loss of the previous 
month, And the School teachers 
defeated a team from the State 
Journal.

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Raise Nameoki 
road budget 


After making several minor 
revisions in the road and bridge 
budgets for the 1975-76 year; the 
Nameoki Town Board of 
Auditors last week approved 
appropriations totaling $194,000. 

The new budgets.are $11,700 
higher than’ the $182,300 
documerits which had been 
posted for public inspection, 
primarily due to the transfer of 
$9,700 from last year's budget 
for a portion of the township’s 
share of a new bridge in State 
Park Place. 

The bridge was financed 
jointly -by the Township and 
Madison County. Douglas 
Teetor, town clerk, noted the 
transfer was from funds 
already appropriated and 
already collected in taxes and 
will not mean ‘additional: taxes 
for the township residents. 

The reappropriation of the 
$9,700 increased the budget for 
the special bridge fund from 
$10,300 to $20,000. It became 
necessary to reappropriate the 
$9,700 after the board voted not 
to pay it to the county during the 
1974-75 fiscal year, but to hold it 
until the final payment of nearly 
$20,000 could be made. 

The auditors increased the 
appropriation for highway 
department secretarial and 
bookeeping employes from 
$2,500 to $4,500 after Township 
Supervisor Louis Whitsell said 
he did not feel the highway 
department's portion of. the 
employes’ wages was sufficient 
to reimburse the township for 
the highway department work it 
does. 

Whitsell said the secretaries 
spend more than one-third of 
their time working on highway 
department business’ and the 
highway department should pay 
one-third of their salaries. 

Another one-third should 
come from revenue sharing 
funds for the work they do on 
revenue sharing programs and 
the final third should be paid by 
the township's general fund, he 
said. 

After lengthy discussion, the 
board voted to increase the 
appropriation for highway 
department secretarial ‘work 
from $2,500 to $4,500. Auditor 
Eugene Gargac cast the only 
negative vote, saying he did not 
have sufficient information to 
approve it 

Whitsell explained the change 
will allow the figure to be 
reduced in the budget for the 
general town fund when it is 
prepared. 

The board was told that the 
amount appropriated for the 
annual audit of the highway 
department's books would have 
to be increased from $700 to $800 
since the certified public ac- 
countant who audits the books 
had announced a $100 increase 
in his fee. The $100 was tran- 
sferred from the provision for 
contingencies category, 
reducing it from $3,400 to $3,300. 

The final 1975-76 budgets 
passed by the board, with the 
1974-75 totals in parenthesis, 
were: general road fund 
$88,200 ($98,200); permanent 
road fund — $85,000 ($70,800); 
special bridge fund — $20,000 
($10,000), and Illinois municipal 
retirement — $9,000 ($7,200). 

Whitsell questioned an in- 
crease in the general road fund 
for attorney services from 
$1,000 last year to $3,000 this 
year. Teetor explained last year 


the highway department shared 
the township's attorney. ‘Now 
they are separate and we feel it 
should be a little more,” Teetor 
said. 

Highway Commissioner 
Albert Bell said $2,000 of the 
funds will be to provide legal 
advice to his department, which 
is growing rapidly, to work for 
railroad crossing gates and to 
defend several ‘outstanding 
lawsuits. The other $1,000 will 
be used for a separate attorney 
to advise Bell during 
negotiations with the Teamsters 
union representing his em- 
ployes. 

Whitsell said he felt it was 
illegal for Bell to hire more than’ 
one attorney and Bell replied 
that the department's former 
attorney, William Schooley, had 
advised. him to hire a separate 
attorney for negotiations. 

A disagreement developed 
after Teetor commented a 
group of about 12 township 


‘residents had helped him draft 


the highway department's new 
budget. He thanked those who 
assisted. 

Whitsell immediately ob- 
jected, alleging the budget was 
drafted at'a secret meeting 
which was not announced, even 
to the township auditors. “I 
knew nothing about it,’ hé 
stated. 

Other auditors also objected, 
saying they were unaware the 
meeting had taken place 
Whitsell asked Teetor how he 
selected the residents to help 
him and Teetor replied he had 
invited about 30 persons to 
attend and 12 actually came to 
help. 

Several auditors later em- 
phasized that when future 
meetings on township business 
are held, they must be an- 
nounced publicly and the public 
and all township officials must 
be invited.

Da Nang evacuees 


“Tell everyone at home to 
pray for the people over here; 
they certainly need the 
prayers,’ Stephen Brown said 
Saturday morning in/’a 
telephone call from Saigon to 
his parents in Granite City. 

“Brown, 22, has been working 
for seven months with the 
Southern Baptist Foreign 
Mission Board’s aid program in 
Da Nang, South Vietnam. 

He was among the last 

mericans to be evacuated 

from Da Nang late last week 
after North Vietnamese forces 
-overran the city, the second 
largest'in South Vietnam. , 

His parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Stanley S. Brown, 42 Shirlwin 
Drive, received a cable from 
their son Friday, advising the 
couple of his safe arrival in 
Saigon. 

“We are thanking the Lord 
everyday that he is safe,"’ Mrs. 
Brown said this morning. “We 
know that God will take care of 
him,” 

A 1970 graduate of Granite 
City High School and a May 1974 
graduate of the University of 
Illinois, with a degree in an- 
thropology, Stephen went to 
Vietnam seven months ago 
under the Southern Baptist’s 
two-year career missionary 
program. 

“He has been at Da Nang 
since his arrival in Vietnam, 
helping young people and 
teaching them English, among 
other duties,’’ his mother said. 

She said the young man has 
not yet decided upon his future 
career, but that “he is just 
looking to do what God wants 
him to do.” 

About 16 Southern Baptist 
missionaries and four youth 
workers were evacuated to 
Saigon from Da Nang. One of 
the four younger people, a girl, 
is believed to have left during 
the weekend for the United 
States. 

Others in the group, ‘including 
Stephen, are planning to stay in

All were arrested on 
reaching Saigon. 

One of the last rescue planes 
to leave the Da Nang airfield 
was fired upon by those left 
behind and “took off with the 
bodies hanging from the wheel 
wells,” observers reported. 

Sealift operations to remove 
refugees from Da Nang also 
may be suspended dye to “‘riot”” 
conditions among those at- 
tempting to-leave the city. 

Yesterday, the Viet Cong 
denounced the U. S.-led effort to 
organize a sealift of refugees as 
“a deceptive trick’ and 
threatened to punish all acts of 
encroachment upon their 
sovereignty, according to a 
Communist spokesman in 
Saigon. 

U. S. rescue ships have been 
told to ‘avoid hostilities’ and 
withdraw if fired on.

from the recently-installed pipe 


only in periods of heavy rains. 


He said the ditch receives 
sanitary sewage seepage during 
dry periods from broken lines 
on each side of the ditch where a 
15-inch sanitary line follows an 
east-west course below the 
ditch. ' 

Portell said Mahlandt 
suggested chlorination as an 
interim procedure pending a 
full report of the problem to the 
Illinois EPA office and any 
further action the EPA may 
decide upon. 

“There was no discussion of 
penalties because of the 
problem, but I have been told 
the EPA could discontinue 
federal fund allocations on any 
current city projects until the 
problem is resolved,” Portell 
said. He added, “There has 
been no threat of such action at 
this time and I certainly hope 
that doesn’t happen.” 

Portell said he installed the 
sewer pipe in the west side of 
the ditch as a “relief valve” to 
drain a nearby manhole where 
the sanitary line becomes 
congested by stormwater in 
rainy periods and overloads an 


electric pump now operating af 
that point. 


Without this relief drainage 
into the ditch, the sewage backs 
into homes in the area through 
basement drains, toilets or 
other plumbing facilities at 
some: homes lacking shutoff 
valves, he said. 

He said he would not have 
ordered installation of the 
sewer pipe if sewage already 
wasn’t getting into the ditch 
from breaks in sanitary lines at 
the point where the sewer 
passes under the ditch, Others 
have questioned the legality and 


‘appropriateness of his initially 


unannounced action. 

Chemicals will be distributed 
into the ditch by hand until a 
device can be installed at a 
manhole at the sewer line north 
of Johnson Rodd to distribute 
the chemical in required 
amounts into the line. This, 
Portell explained, would 
chlorinate sewage before it 
reaches breaks and escapes into 
the open ditch. 

Alderman Nonn, who is 
backing Portell for re-election 
tomorrow, has urged that of- 
ficials sponsor a citywide 
sewage and _ stormwater 
drainage replacement program 
financed by a bond issue. Large 
sums have been spent repairing 
sewer breaks. 

The city now has 16 
unrepaired sewer breaks. 
Portell said bypass pumping is 
being done at nine of these, 
including the site near where he 
has installed the outlet pipe at 
the Nameoki ditch.

Nuclear power called vital 


The inhérent competitive 
advantage of countries with 
fossil fuel resources — coal, oil 
and gas — will diminish as 
nuclear power becomes more 
dominant, Wendell J. Kelley, 
president of Illinois Power 
Company, predicted Thursday. 
The firm provides electricity 
and natural gas here. 

. Speaking at the annual 
stockholders meeting at the 
company headquarters in 
Decatur, Kelley summarized 
the upward turn in company 
earnings in the last few months. 

“During the last quarter of 
1974, we saw quite a turn- 
around,” he told the 
stockholders. 

“Earnings per share of 
common stock for the 12-month 
‘périod that ended Sept. 30 of last 
year were only $2.07. By the end 
of the year, earnings were up to 
$2.26 per share. 

“By the end of February of 
this year, 12-month earnings 
jad ‘increased to $2.33 per 
share.” 

Earnings, he pointed out, 
“are the best measure we have 
‘of our company's ability to 
‘continue to supply our territory 
with energy at favorable 
‘competitive prices.” 

Because utility companies are 
regulated monopolies, people do 
not think of them as being in 
‘competition with each other, he 
‘said. 

“Actually, we do compete 
‘with each other — regionally 
‘and nationally,” Kelley said. 
> ‘This competition exists 
‘because the availability and 
cost of electric power are such 
‘an important ingredient in the 
‘productivity of an area — and in 
‘the gross national product of a 
‘country.”” 

\Mlinois Power will continue 
| to serve its 15,000-square-mile 
{area largely by burning coal 
‘for electric generation, 

although because of en- 


vironmental regulations it 
must turn in part to ex- 
pensive, low-sulfur Western 
coal rather than the abundant 
soft coal in Illinois, Kelly 
said. 

“Coal and nuclear are the 
only energy cources available 
to Illinois Power for at least 
the rest of this century,” 
Kelley said in discussing 

s to shift in part 
to nuclear generation with the 
new plant planned near 
Clinton, Ill., in the 1980s. 

“We cannot be entirely 
dependent on coal, although we 
do expect it to be our primary 
source of energy for the 
foreseeable future,” he said. 

“Any area or country with 
abundant electrical energy has 
the base for a productive and 
prosperous economy,” Kelley 

added. 

“Nuclear power can provide 
such a base virtually anywhere 
in the world because it is such a 
concentrated source of energy 
that transportation of fuel is a 
negligible consideration. 

“The cost of the nuclear 
power in New England is 
comparable to its cost in the 
Middle West, California or 
Florida. 

“The wide variations in the 
cost of electricy produced by 
fossil-fired generation in these 
areas is due to the wide 
variations in fuel and tran- 
sportation costs. 

“Similarly, on an in- 
ternational scale, countries 
without their own’ supplies of 
fossil fuels now have the 
potential to produce electricity 
competitively with ‘countries 
that do have such supplies. 

“As you might expect, 
countries such as Japan, 
Taiwan, France,~India and 
England are building nuclear 
power capability. 

“They'll have -a competitive 
advantage as nuclear power 


becomes more dominant. 

“We may actually see a 
reversal in the energy picture 
as the energy-poor countries 
adopt agtressive nuclear power 
programs out of necessity, 
while the energy-rich countries 
— such as the United States — 
procrastinate. 

It is interesting to note that 
even some of the Arab oil 
countries are investing their 
‘petro-dollars’ in nuclear power 
plants. In doing so, they are 
investing now in an alternate 
energy source for the time when 
the Chemical value of -oil and 
coal make them literally too 
valuable to burn. 

“Here in the United States, 
we must also begin to prepare 
for the time when our fossil 
fuels become too valuable to 
burn. 

“Since our oil and gas 
reserves are expected to be 
depleted earlier than the Arab 
reserves, coal will also become 
a chemical in our economy. 

“Remember that uranium 
and thorium — the nuclear fuel 
resources — have essentially no 
other developed uses except as 
sources of energy.” 

The utility président 
outlined briefly. for the 
stockholders a “‘crossfire of 
bureaucratic disagreement” 
which has slowed plans for 
the Clinton nuclear plant 

“Right now,’' he said, 
“after being forced to defer 
and delay construction by one 
year because of licensing 
delays, we are facing further 
delays and even possible can- 
cellation of the entire project. 

“This is because of dif- 
fering bureaucratic regula- 
tiops and interpretations 
regarding the effects of the 
difference a few degrees of 
water temperature may have 
on the ecology of a man- 
made lake that does not yet 
even exist.

Crossing, traffic, stop sign issues 


To the Editor: 

Stop signs are obnoxious, 
omnipresent octagons which 
bear a four-letter word. They 
lend substance,to the adage, 
“familiarity breeds contempt” 
and, like taxes, they keep going 
up but rarely come down. 

‘The city, with an area of 7.4 
square miles and 641 in- 
tersections, boasts a total of 829 
stop signs...an average of 112 
per square mile. 

At $25 per copy, your till has 
been tapped to the tune of 
$21,000. 

Traffic engineers are 
professionals concerned with 
the practical application of 
scientific knowledge, with 
emphasis on traffic control. 

Failure to heed their advice 
can prove costly, e.g., Nameoki 
Road, stop signs, traffic signals, 
ete. 

Apparently they are an en- 
dangered species — near ex- 
tinction. 

‘The West Pontoon crossing is 
a place where motorists are 
enticed to play Russian 
roulette. 

Recent tragedies cry out for 
deliverance. 

The crossing’ is an ideal 
setting for a second overpass. 

Upon every occasion of gate 
malfunction, a minimum of two 
uniformed police officers should 
be assigned the task of directing 
traffic until repairs are ef- 
fected. 

The cost of this service should 
be borne by the railroad, the 
amount of which should be set 
at a figure which stimulates 
creative thinking in the 
resolution of this problem. 

Pressure, and I mean 

essure, should be exerted to 

‘ovide manual control of these 


gates by railroad personnel. 
Automatic signalling devices 
appear to be useless for the 
variety of rail traffic involved. 

Because state law would be 
contravened, our city is unable 
to pass a law making it illegal 
for vehicles to go around 
crossing gates. 

We should take Secretary of 
State Howlett at his word when 
he recently encouraged cities to 
fight unacceptable regional and 
state policies. 

We could establish an ad hoc 
committee to determine and 
define the nature and scope of 
the problem, its aoe to be 
presented ‘to the National 
Transportation Safety Board, 
whose primary functions are to 
determine the causes and 
circumstances of tran- 
sportation accidents and to 
recommend improvements to 
the Department of Tran- 
sportation. 

If all efforts fail to bring about 
satisfactory results, ap- 
propriate court action should 
follow. 

Nameoki Road ranks high as 
a tourist attraction, especially 
traffic engineers. who come 
from distant places to gaze in 
disbelief. They are overheard to 
mutter something about 
“planned obsolescence’’. 

Proclaimed by experts as a 
réal_ test of courage and a 
character builder for 
pedestrian and motorist alike, it 
is a likely place to get “hung 
up”. ..not only in traffic but on 
tranquilizers. 

Cost of the solution comes 
high—$148,000 alone for new 
traffic lights and enlargement 
of the Nameoki-Johnson- 
Fehling intersection.

produced at capacity for a 
growing regional market in 
1974, and expanded its ability to 
produce hot-rolled coils for its 
customers and National's 
Midwest Steel Division.

This was particularly true 


‘after May 1, when we could 


price our, products on the basis 
of ouy cost increases. Profit as a 


per cent of sales was 6.4 per 
cent for the entire year, as 
compared with 4.7 per cent for 
1973. 

This encouraging rise in 
profit and profitability was due 
primarily to our ability, for 
eight months of the year, to 
price our products realistically 
in terms of our costs. 

In addition, volume continued 
strong through almost the 
entire year, even though below 
the all-time record production 
and shipments of 1973. 

All divisions of the company 
enjoyed similarly high levels of 
business at least through the 
first nine months, and some 
throughout. the year. 

, Hence they were able to raise 
their contributions to the ear-

The investment tax credit of 
23 cents per share contributed 
less than half the improvement 
of earnings realized from 1973’s 
60 cents. 

Operations continued at very 
high levels through 1974 

Primary steel production 
totalled 10,603,800 tons, or 6.3 
per cent below the 1973 all-time 
record. 

Shipments totaled 8,790,000 
tons, or 3.9 per cent below 1973.

In mid-1974, National Steel 
announced its decision to enter 
production of welded oil country 
tubular goods, a new product 
line for the company. 

A site has been acquired at 
Liberty, Tex., on which a plant 
will be erected for operation 
early in 1976. 

To be known as National Pipe 
and Tube Co., the new operation 
will use flat-rolled steel of the 
type produced at our mills for 
forming and welding into oil 
well casing as large as 10.75- 
inches outside diameter. 

These products are used for 
production of petroleum and 
natural gas and are in short 
supply. 

The new company will be a 
wholly owned subsidiary of 
National Steel. ‘ 

For National Steel, as well as 
the steel industry generally, 
1974 was the second-best year in 
history for production and 
shipments. 

Particularly for National 
‘Steel, which has specialized 
throughout its history in light, 
flat-rolled and coated sheets, 
strip and then mill products, 
it was a remarkable year. 

It stretched our capacity to 
produce and ship even though 
two significant segments of 
our markets, automotive and 
appliances, took considerably 
less tonnage than each would 
have in normal years. 

The fact that our shipments 
stayed so high for so long under 
these conditions evidences the 
very real need for expansion of 
domestic steel capacity. 

A special task group, headed 
by N. R. Beutler, assistant to 
the chairman, was organized 
early in 1974 and worked 
throughout the year on ail 
aspects of National’s 
steelmaking expansion. 

It. was instrumental in the 
evolution of the program 
adopted for expansion of the 
Midwest Division.
